Under  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  75  cases 
were  reported  to  me. 

62  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

10  cases  of  Diphtheria.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

Sixty-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during  the 
year,  in  comparison  with  26  cases  last  year.  Twenty-four  of 
these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Flax  Bourton. 

The  greater  number  of  cases  occurred  at  Bishopsworth, 
into  which  the  original  infection  was  carried  from  within  the 
city  boundaries. 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year.

Measles. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  District,  the  Schools  at 
Clapton  being  closed  for  a  time  owing  to  it. 

There  was  one  death. 

The  difficulty  of  combating  this  disease  is  rendered  almost 
insurmountable  owing  to  its  not  being  notifiable  in  this 
District,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  health  of  the  country 
is  adversely  affected  by  its  after-effects,  owing  to  the  vast 
number  of  cases  which,  from  this  cause,  escape  proper 
medical  supervision. 
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Heart  Disease. 

There  were  21  deaths  from  valvular  disease  of  the  heart 
during  the  year. 


Lung  Disease. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  21  deaths. 


Pli  tlisis. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the 
year,  as  against  18  in  1908. 

Only  two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  amongst  the 
poorer  part  of  the  population.  Great  benefit  is  to  be  hoped 
for  from  the  compulsory  notification  of  this  disease  amongst 
the  poorer  and  more  ignorant  of  the  people,  enabling  instruc¬ 
tions  to  be  issued  for  its  better  treatment  and  prophylaxis. 

The  essential  features  of  the  open-air  treatment  are  : — 
Abundant  fresh  air. 

Mental  and  bodily  rest. 

Regulated  exercise. 

Full  feeding  or  over-feeding,  with  fats,  vegetables,  farina¬ 
ceous  foods  and  nitrogi neons  food. 

The  disease  is  preventable.  Its  predisposing  cause  is  a 
low  slate  of  health. 

It  is  contracted  by  taking  into  the  system  the  germ  or 
microbe  of  the  disease. 

These  germs  are  derived  from  persons  or  animals  already 
suffering  from  consumption,  or  some  other  form  of  tuber¬ 
culosis. 

They  are  found  in  vast  numbers  in  phlegm,  spit,  or 
expectoration  of  a  consumptive  person. 

In  a  moist  state  this  expectoration  docs  not  infect  the  air, 
but  if  allowed  to  dry  and  become  dust,  it  is  exceedingly 
dangerous,  and  is  the  chief  means  by  which  the  disease  is 
spread  from  person  to  person. 
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It  may  be  controlled  by  precautionary  measures,  applied 
to  the  individual  affected,  and  the  house  he  inhabits. 

The  consumptive  person  must  not  expectorate  about  the 
house,  or  on  the  floor  of  any  cab,  omnibus,  tramcar,  railway 
carriage,  or  other  conveyance.  He  must  use  a  special  vessel 
or  cup  kept  for  the  pm  pose,  and  containing  a  little  water. 

Wh  en  out  doors  he  should  use  a  pocket  spittoon. 

For  wiping  the  mouth,  a  rag  or  paper,  which  can  be 
burnt,  should  be  used  instead  of  a  handkerchief. 

The  collected  expectoration  must  be  burnt  on  the  back  of 
the  fire. 

When  there  is  no  lire  it  must  be  washed  into  the  drain  or 
buried  in  the  earth. 

The  cup  must  be  washed  with  boiling  water. 

The  consumptive  person  must  not  swallow  the  expectora¬ 
tion,  or  the  disease  may  be  conveyed  to  parts  of  the  body  not 
already  affected. 

A  consumptive  person  must  not  kiss  or  be  kissed  on  the 
mouth. 

General  Precautions  to  be  Observed. 

All  rooms  occupied  by  consumptive  persons  should  be 
free  from  damp,  and  as  well  lighted  and  ventilated  as  possible. 

'Fresh  air,  light,  and  sunshine  are  most  important  pre- 
ventatives  of  consumption. 

Over-crowding  should  be  avoided  ;  no  chimney  should 
ever  be  blocked  up,  and  windows  should  be  kept  open  as 
much  as  possible. 

Kooms,  passages,  and  staircases  must  be  kept  free  from 

dust. 

Do  not  chase  dust  about,  or  stir  it  up,  but  use  damp 
dusters,  plenty  of  tea  leaves,  or  damp  sawdust  for  sweeping  up 
the  lloor.  Boil  the  dusters  ;  burn  the  tea  leaves  and  sawdust. 

Milk  should  be  boiled.  Meat  should  be  well  cooked. 
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In  the  event  of  a  death  from  consumption,  the  room 
occupied  by  the  invalid  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected  before  being  again  occupied. 


Work  Done. 

The  advice  given  and  measures  taken  have  been  directed 
towards  the  abatement  of  disease — infectious  and  otherwise — 
and  to  the  removal  of  the  evils  caused  by  ignorance,  careless¬ 
ness,  and  overcrowding  ;  and  the  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the 
people  against  the  removal  of  cases  of  disease  to  Public 
Institutions. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Flax  Bourton  has  been  of  the 
greatest  assistance  in  checking  the  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  District.  When  removal  to  Hospital  has  not  been 
possible,  disinfectants  have  been  distributed,  and  a  general 
supervision  exercised  with  a  view  to  the  efficient  isolation  of 
the  cases. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  analysed,  and  dealt  with  as 
the  case  required. 

All  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  have  been 
inspected,  and  found  satisfactory,  and  no  tuberculous  meat 
has  been  found. 

There  are  four  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  to  which 
the  bye-laws  in  force  apply. 

There  is  no  Inspector  with  a  Special  Certificate  in  meat 
inspection  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  all  inspection  of 
slaughter-houses  is  included  in  the  duties  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  in  force  in  this 
District. 

Several  cottages  at  Pill  have  been  closed  owing  to 
defective  sanitary  ai  rangements  and  want  of  structural  repair. 

The  milk  supply  is  satisfactory.  It  is  described  in  detail 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 
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A  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Inspector 
of  Schools  has  been  appointed,  with  the  help  of  four 
Assistants,  to  supervise  the  health  of  the  scholars  in  the 
District,  and  an  organised  medical  inspection  of  the  children 
is  carried  out  by  them. 

Cesspits  have,  where  necessary,  been  altered  and 
ventilated. 


Industries. 

At  Winford  there  are  Mines  for  raising  Iron  Ore  and 
Ochre.  I  can  trace  no  illness  to  the  use  of  the  drinking  water 
in  that  part  of  the  District. 

There  are  Coal  Mines  at  Ashton,  also  a  Steam  Laundry. 

There  is  no  important  industry,  other  than  agriculture, 
carried  on  in  the  rural  villages. 

At  Pill  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged 
in  a  seafaring  life. 


Geology  of  the  Area. 

Yatton,  Chelvey,  Brockley,  Bourton,  Long  Ashton,  Port- 
bury  Village,  St.  George’s,  Clapton,  Winford,  Portishead  (a 
lower  part),  Weston  and  Walton,  and  Wood  and  Bella  Vista, 
Clevedon — New  lied  Sand  Stone. 

Barrow  Gurney  Village,  Broadfield  Down,  Bedminster 
Down — Lias. 

Cadbury,  Backwell,  Barrow  Hill,  Charlton  Farm,  Moat 
House  and  Lime  Bridge,  Walton  Down,  Highdale,  Clevedon, 
Dial  Hill — Carboniferous  Lime  Stone. 

Portbury  Marsh  and  Kingston  Seymour — Alluvial. 

Failand  House  and  Portishead — Old  lied  Sami  Stone. 

Nailsea  Coal  Measures  run  from  Wraxall  Mill  round  by 
Jacklands  Bridge,  thence  to  the  West  End  of  Nailsea,  Nailsea 
Court,  South  Common,  Smoky  Hole,  and  East  End. 
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Long  Asliton  Brook. 

This  brook  is  no  longer  polluted,  the  Long  Ashton  Sewage 
Scheme  being  now  completed,  and  working  satisfactorily. 


Naitsea  Water  Supply. 

The  East  End  of  Nailsea  is  now  supplied  by  the  Bristol 
Water  Works  Company,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  West  End 
will  be  shortly  supplied  by  the  same  Company. 


Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  other  alteration  of  the  Water  Supply 
in  the  District  during  the  past  year.  A  considerable  part  of  it 
is  supplied  by  the  Bristol,  Portishead,  and  Clevedon  Water 
Works  Companies. 


Dwellings,  &c. 

There  is  an  insufficiency  of  house  accommodation  for  the 
working  classes  in  the  District,  and  in  many  of  the  existing 
cottages  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  way  of 
ventilation,  heating,  and  sanitary  arrangements.  Sufficient 
control  over  those  being  now  erected  is  not  at  present  vested 
in  your  Council,  owing  to  the  Bye-laws  applying  to  such 
building  not  being  extended  to  the  whole  District.

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  Report  for  the  past  year,  I  have  to  state 
there  is  not  much  of  importance  to  acid  to  that  already 
recorded  in  the  journal  put  before  you  every  month. 

The  following  is  a  short  summary  of  matters  already 
reported  to  you  affecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  : — 

Infectious  Diseases. — As  to  the  number  of  cases  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  he  will,  as  usual,  furnish  an 
accurate  account.  In  every  case  careful  inquiries  were  made 
to  ascertain  the  origin  and  cause  of  the  outbreak. 

Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Bishopworth  and  Long 
Ashton.  There  was  some  defect  in  the  sanitary  arrangements 
at  the  cottage  at  Long  Ashton  where  the  first  case  occurred, 
and  this  defect  was  immediately  remedied.  As  to  the  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  at  Bishopsworth,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever  at  Bedminster  Down,  situate  in  the  City  of  Bristol.  I 
believe  the  first  cases  originated  from  there.  The  extent  of 
the  outbreak  at  Bishopsworth  I  attribute  to  the  mildness  of  the 
first  cases,  which  were  permitted  to  play  about  the  village,  and 
not  detected  until  the  diseases  had  reached  alarming  propor¬ 
tions.  The  brook-water  which  most  people  in  the  upper 
village  of  Bishopsworth  drink  was  thought  to  be  impure,  and 
was  analysed,  and  found  to  be  not  injurious  to  health  ;  but  it 
would  be  improved  in  quality  by  efficient  filtration. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied,  and  fumigation  has  been 
carried  out  by  me  in  all  cases  brought  to  my  notice. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  past  year  I  have  not  received 
any  complaint  as  to  the  scarcity  of  water,  but  in  several 
instances  the  purity  has  been  in  doubt.  Samples  were  taken 
at  Bishopsworth,  West  Town,  and  Yatton.  The  two  samples 
of  well-water  at  Yatton  were  of  doubtful  character,  and  the 
wells  have  been  cleaned  out.  Two  wells  were  closed — one  at 
Bishopsworth  and  one  at  West  Town.  In  both  cases  the 
Bristol  Water  Company’s  supply  has  been  put  on. 
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Slaughter-houses. — There  are  Bye-laws  in  force  with 
respect  to  slaughter-houses  in  four  parishes  out  ot  the  21 
parishes  in  this  District,  and  there  are  four  slaughter-houses  to 
which  these  Bye-laws  apply.  I  have  visited  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  situate  in  the  parishes  to  which  the  Bye-laws  do  not 
apply.  All  slaughter-houses  in  this  District  are  cleanly  kept, 
and  I  have  never  seen  any  sign  of  tuberculosis  in  any  of  them. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops. — There  are  over 
70  Registered  Milksellers  in  the  District.  There  are  a  good 
number  of  cowsheds,  which  are  kept  in  excellent  condition, 
and  during  the  year  several  places  have  been  improved.  1  here 
are  also  others  that  are  now  being  attended  to  and  improved  ; 
but  there  are  still  some  that  will  need  attention. 

I  have  always,  when  inspecting,  found  clean  tins  and 
churns  used,  and  I  believe  the  majority  of  those  engaged  in 
the  business  realize  the  necessity  of  extreme  cleanliness  in 
every  stage  of  the  work. 

In  many  places  the  yards  or  bartons  adjoining  the  cow¬ 
sheds  are  not  satisfactory.  Where  the  manure  from  the  cows 
cannot  be  removed  daily— and  at  most  farms  it  is  not  always 
convenient  to  do  so — receptacles,  walled  round,  should  be 
built,  not  too  near  to,  and  not  against  the  cowshed  walls,  to 
hold  the  manure,  and  the  surface  of  the  barton  should  be  firm 
and  hard,  to  permit  of  being  swept  and  kept  clean  and  fiee 
from  droppings. 

I  have  not  observed  any  unhealthy  cows  on  any  farms 
inspected.  It  is  invariably  the  practice  for  the  cows  to  be 
turned  out  daily  in  the  fields.  This  induces  a  healthy  condi¬ 
tion  in  the  animals,  and  also  allows  of  aeration  of  the  sheds. 

New  Buildings. — In  those  parishes  where  the  Bye-laws 
are  in  force,  there  has  been  some  new  houses  built  during  the 
year — 2  Motor-houses,  with  dwelling  apartments,  and  1 
Bungalow,  at  Leigh  Woods  ;  1  cottage  at  Long  Ashton  ;  11  at 
Easton-in-Gordano,  including  Pill  ;  and  2  at  Yatton.  There 
has  been  some  alterations  and  additions  to  other  houses, 
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Some  houses  have  been  built  and  others  altered  in  other 
parts  of  the  District,  but  as  the  Bye-laws  are  in  force  in  only 
5  out  of  the  21  parishes  of  your  District,  no  plans  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  approval,  and  no  correct  record  has  been  obtainable 
of  the  number  built. 

General  Work.— At  the  Fever  Hospital  situate  in  the 
Union  grounds,  new  water  closets,  with  suitable  flushing 
arrangements  and  drainage  carried  to  properly  built  cesspools, 
drains  properly  trapped  and  ventilated,  are  now  installed  here 
instead  of  earth  closets. 

At  Walton  Road,  a  piece  of  road  not  taken  over  by  the 
District  Council,  the  road  gratings  connected  with  the  sewer 
were  not  trapped,  and  bad  smells  arose  from  them.  The 
syndicate  owning  the  road,  on  being  written  to,  have  had  the 
necessary  gully  traps  put  in.  Several  house  drains  at  Long 
Ashton  have  been  connected  with  the  sewer,  and  only  two 
more  to  be  done  to  complete  the  number  that  are  situate  within 
the  statutory  distance. 

A  cottage  at  Bishopsworth,  closed  during  last  year,  has 
been  repaired  and  made  habitable.  A  cottage  at  North  Weston 
that  was  closed  is  now  under  repairs,  but  not  yet  habitable. 

A  cottage  at  Bishopsworth  was  closed  and  pulled  down, 
and  a  new  house  is  being  built  on  the  site.  Six  cottages  at 
Nailsea  were  much  improved. 

Seven  cottages  at  Pill  were  closed  under  Magistrates’  Order 
as  being  unlit  for  human  habitation. 

There  was  a  considerable  number  of  small  nuisances 
abated  during  the  year.
